Handling Meat Right Means Better Food 


On Alabama Farm Tables This Winter 


od QUILTS tucked under 
chins these cool nights, 
‘nossums eating persimmons, 
catirels gathering nuts mean on- 
ly one thing—chittlins, backbone, 
and cracklin’ bread won't be far 
off. Yep, it’s hog-killing time 
again in Alabama. : 

Since conservation of food is on 
everybody’s mind people will 
want to do the best job possible 
of killing, dressing and caring for 
their meat this year. By the job 
being done right there will be 
more and better pork on farm 
tables. 

D. M. Turney, of the Animal 
Husbandry department, Auburn, 
advises sticking and allowing the 
hog to bleed to death rather than 
shooting or knocking it in the 
head. Hogs to be slaughtered 
should be kept off feed’and given 
all the water they can drink from 
12 to 24 hours before killing. 

Only two men are needed to 
kill a hog weighing from 200 to 
250 pounds, says the specialist, 
giving instructions for properly 
killing, scalding and cutting up 
a hog.

“One chain store system in Al- 
&bama sold 85,000 cases of eggs 
last year, of which only 10,000 
were produced in the state. It is 
stated by The Progressive Far- 
mer that 326 carloads of eggs 
were shipped into Alabama from 
the Midwest last spring and put 
into cold storage, to be sold later 
on nearby markets. The price of 
eggs in the Midwest is more than 
5 cents a dozen under the prices 
prevailing in the South,

It is in that sense we use the word, 

1, Cleansing (vv, 1-3), Christ is 
the Vine, and the believer as a true 
branch is united with Him. There 
{s a oneness here which is difficult 
to express but delightful to receive 
and believe. He who is the Vine 
needs no cleansing, but the branch 
needs constant, daily purification by 
“the Word" (vy. 3). Are we per- 
mitting God's Word to keep us 
clean? Only if we are reading it, 
studying it, meditating upon it. 

There is moreover a severer type 
of purging to which the husband- 
man subjects the vine that & may 
bear more richly, and that is prun- 
ing (v. 2). It may not be pleasant, 
my brother, but it is profitable, and 
remember whose loving and sure 
hand it is that wields the pruning 
knife (v, 1). 

Some branches must be cut away 
altogether (v. 1) and burned (vy, 6), 
They lack the evidence of life— 
fruitbearing — and must be de- 
stroyed. These words are evidently 
not written to dishearten true be- 
lievers, but they are a solemn warn- 
ing to those who bear a false pro- 
fession of Christianity. 

2. Abiding (vv. 4-8). The branch 
bears the fruit of the vine. It has 
no strength or ability of its own to 
bring forth fruit. The Christian 
cannot serve Christ without abiding, 
and if he does abide the life of 
Christ will show forth in His living 
and serving. There can be no union 
without abiding in Christ. 

38. Obedience (vv. 9, 10). The 
hall-mark of character in a child is 
obedience. Thaf is also true in 
God's household. There is no use 
in talking sweetly and plously about 
abiding in God's love unless we 
obey His commandments. The 
Christian who disobeys the teach- 
ings of God's Word regarding holy 
living and does not respond to the 
leading of the Holy Spirit shuts off 
the blessing of God in his own life 
and stops its fiow out to others, 


Il, The Results of Union With 
Christ, 

1. Purity of Life (v. 3). ‘Now 
ye are clean’’—how refreshing our 
Lord’s words sound to us as we 
live in a wicked and filthy world. 
We sometimes wonder if there are 
any pure lives anymore. Yes, there 
are—those whom the Lord has 
cleansed by His Word. Would you 
like to be clean? Turn to Him and 
to His Word. 

2. Prevailing Prayer (v. 7). At 
first one wonders why our Lord put 
in that word about prayer, but it 
is evident that one of the fruits of 
union and fellowship with Christ 
must be intelligent prayer accord- 
ing to God’s will, in the power of 
the Spirit, and certain of an answer. 

Notice that the prayer promise 
here is absolutely unlimited, but 
that it follows an “‘if’’ which states 
a closely limited condition. Let us 
fulfill the condition and claim the 
promise. 

3. Fruitbearing (vv. 2, 4, 5, 8). 
The fruit a Christian bears is the 
fruit of Christ who is the Vine, but 
as the branch he does have the joy 
of bearing ‘“‘fruit’’ (v. 2), “more 
fruit’ (vy. 2), and “much fruit’ (vv. 
5, 8). The Christian's phraseology 
can be borrowed, the Christian's 
service imitated, but his fruit pro- 
duced only by abiding in Christ. 

4. Abiding in Love (vy. 10). We 
have been talking about abiding all 
through our lesson and it may seem 
strange to list it as one of the results 
of union with Christ, yet it belongs 
here. Our Lord said (v. 10) that 
the cleansed and obedient disciple 
should abide in His love, even as 
He obeys the Father and abides in 
His love. 

What a picture that is. Christ, 
the One who knew no stain of sin 
(I Cor, 5:21), always perfectly 
obedient to the Father (Heb. 10:7), 
who knows complete and perfect 
fellowship with, the Father, reaches 
out His loving arms and draws the 
believer into the circle of that 
blessed union and love.

Million Red Cross 
Volunteers Aid 
Defense Program 


Washington, D. C.— Behind the 
front lines of U. S. defenses more 
than 1,200,000 Red Cross yolunteers 
fre on the job — making surgical 
dressings, knitting sweaters and 
giving comfort articles, learning 
the rudiments of emergency mass 
feeding and scores of other duties 
in an all-out effort for national de- 
fense, 

The largest defense task now be- 
ing undertaken by Red Cross volun- 
teers is the production of 40,000,000 
surgical dressings for the Army and 
Navy, according to Mrs. Dwight F. 
Davis, national director of Volunteer 
Special Services. The undertaking 
came to the Red Cross at the re- 
quest of the surgeons general of 
the Army and Navy when a survey 
revealed commercial manufacturers 
could provide only ten per cent of 
the surgical dressings needed. 

Home Service volunteers and 
Gray Ladies, whose duties are dl- 
rectly concerned with the man in 
uniform -also are expanding their 
Programs, Mrs. Davis said. 

As a preparedness measure, thou- 
sands of women throughout the 
country are learning mass feeding 
and nutrition as members of the 
Red Cross Canteen Corps. Added 
thousands are being trained in the 
Motor Corps to serve as emergency 
drivers.

SAVING RUBBER TIRES 


Making rubber tires last long- 
er is good economy as well as 
good for national defense, say ag- 
ricultural leaders who advise that 
farmers with rubber-tired imple- 
ments can add to tire life by the 
proper care and storage, 

For one thing, wher rubber- 
tired machines and implements 
ere not in use, they say it is well 
t> keep weight off the tires. If 
they are to be stored all winter 
on a cinder floor, it is particu- 
larly important to keep them 
blocked up, because sulfur in the 
cinders deteriorates the rubber.

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BURNING WOODS WILL NOT 
CONTROL THE BOLL WEEVIL 


Farmers are being urged to cut 
all cotton stalks at once in an ef- 
fort to starve out our tremendous 
crop of adult boll weevils. 

In discussing the matter ef 
controlling the boll weavils some 
farmers are of the opinion that 
burning the woods is an effective 
way to reduce boll weevil infesta- 
tion. For this reason the Agent 
is taking this means of calling to 
the attention of all farmers what 
experts say about this proposi- 
tion. 

Dr. J. M. Robinson, head of 
Department of Zoology-Entomol- 
ogy, Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, says: “We have noticed that 
even with all the years of burn- 
ing the woods that boll weevf in- 
festations have appeared in vary- 
ing cycles of abundance, regard- 
less of the constant burning of 
the woods.” 

Dr. F. S. Arant, Alabama Pol- 
ytechnic Institute, says: “We 
have no proof that burning the 
woods has any detrimental effect 
whatsoever on the boll weevil; 
however, we do know the harmful 
effect burning has on woods.” 

J. C. Lowery, Extension Ag- 
ronomist, Alabama Extension Ser- 
vice, says: “It is not an effective 
nor a desirable practice to burn 
the woods to try to control the 
boll weevil.” 

Dr. Clay Lyle, Entomologist of 
Mississippi State Plant Board, 
says: “Don’t burn the woods for 
boll weevils. After suffering the 
heaviest boll weevil damage in 
nany years, some Mississippi 
farmers are planning to reduce 
the weevil population this winter 
by giving the woods a thorough 
burning. This may be a costly 
ccntrol measure with little assur- 
ance of its value.”

A large percentage of HElba’s 
citizenry treked to Enterprise to 
fee Blba's vaunted invincible 'Ti- 
fers get revenge for the many 
past defeats our football and base- 
Lall teams have suffered at the 
hands of Wnterprise athletes dur- 
ing past years. We just knew we 
had the necessary sinews of war 
this time, and revenge would be 
sweet, 

But Enterprise has a coach by 
the name of Taylor who admitted 
that Elba had superior football 
material to what he possessed, 
Lut he had heard that brawn does 
not always triumph over brain, so 
he set about trying to do some- 
thing to stop Elba’s cocky and 
onrushing Tigers. He decided, af- 
ter making a close study of Tiger 
strategy and technique, that a 
five-man line might do the trick 
and it did, and how! It made our 
Tigers look like a ship without a 


rudder and instead of showing 
their supposed superiority over 
the underated Cats, they were 


outplayed in nearly every depart- 
ment of the game, 

A strong west wind swept the 
field and Coach Radford and his 
stalwarts showed that they were 
no sailors, for they failed to take 
any advantage of the air currents, 
but allowed the wind to be a han- 
dicap at every point.

Wo county fair nor bazaar in 
recent years has surpassed the 
Gisplay of hand work made by 
the women of the Home Makers’

Most of them 
were of osnaburg feed and pgua- 
no sacks, some of unbleached 
muslin and similar materials, 
practically all at the small cost 
of the thread, 

The tufted workmanship was 
repeated in housecoats, bathrobes, 
hed jackets and lounging robes, 
dyed in pastel and darker shades. 

The patchwork quilts were nu- 
merous and splashed the gray 
walls of the armory with color. 
There were flower garden, dres- 
den plate, tulip, star; diamond 
end other favorite patterns, 

Hooked rugs of woolen and cot- 
ton rags were unbelievably beau- 
tiful from such materials, 

Household linens were of infi- 
nite variety, curtains, pillowcases, 
berakfast sets, dresser sets, tap- 
estries, shoe and laundry bags. 
Other home made articles includ- 
ed radio, magazine and sewing ta- 
bles, whatnots, pictures, novel 
flower containers, ash trays, etc.
